VOLUNTEERISM 


This  September  three  Elmhurst  College  students  embarked 
on  a  volunteer  mission.  Amy  Vance,  Catherine  Lovell  and 
Michelle  were  all  accepted  into  DWAR  (DuPage  Women 
Against  Rape).  They  each  received  over  50  hours  of  training  in  order  to 
become  advocates  for  rape  and  sexual  assault  victims  and  their  families. 

The  DWAR  program  is  connected  with  the  YWCA  located  in  Glen 
Ellen.  DWAR  volunteer  opportunities  include  a  24-hour  hotline  which 
provides  crisis  counseling,  referrals  and  information  for  victims,  friends 
and  family  members  of  sexual  assault  victims.  Hospital  advocacy,  which 
offers  2  4-hour  immediate  crisis  intervention  within  3  0  minutes  of  a  rape 
victim  being  brought  to  the  hospital,  volunteers  act  as  a  liaison  between 
the  victim  and  hospital  and  law  enforcement  personnel,  and  also  offer 
support  to  any  friend  or  family  members  involved.  Another  service 
DWAR  provides  is  legal  advocacy.  Advocates  help  victims  as  they  work 
their  way  through  the  police/legal/judicial  process.  The  advocate  offers 
crisis  intervention,  explains  poHce  and  court  procedures,  and  interprets 
the  victim's  needs  to  the  authorities.  DWAR  members  have  the 
opportunity  to  further  their  outreach  by  becoming  a  part  of  CAP  (Child 
Assault  Prevention  Program)  and  Teen  CAP.  These  women  also  have 
the  chance  to  become  a  part  of  the  Speakers  Bureau,  Take  Back  the 
Night,  Stop  Rape,  and  Fund-raiser  Committee  which  funds  DWAR 
programs  and  makes  them  possible. 

These  women  are  taking  part  in  the  serious  war  on  violence  against 
women.  We  applaud  their  courage  and  wish  them  the  best  in  their  line 
of  volunteer  work.

What  does  it  take  to  be  a  leader  ? 


Being  involved  in  a  close  knit  community 
such  as  a  residence  hall  is  a  good  chance 
to  discover  what  it  takes  to  be  a  leader.

(Chicago-Robeson),  a  6-1  junior 
forward,  and  Chris  Payne  (Aniboy-St 
Edward),  a  5-1 1  senior  guard,  shared 
Most  Valuable  Player  honors  for  the 
Bluejays(16-6,  10-4)  and 
fourth-year  head  coach 
Scott  Trost.  Elmhurst's 
overall  record  matched 
1974-75  for  second  best 
in  school  history  behind 
the  1991-92  NCAA 
Division  III  tournament 
team  (19-9).  This  year's 
10-4  College  Conference

The  29th  annual  Elmhurst  College 
Jazz  Festival  was  held  this  year  over  the  dates 
of  February  2  3  -2  5  in  Hammerschmidt  Chapel. 
The  festival  over  the  past  several  years  has 
grown  to  be  one  of  the  largest  collegiate  jazz 
festivals  across  the  country.  This  year's  fest 
added  a  sixth  session  to  the  weekend  bill  to 
accommodate  the  large  number  of  groups  that 
wished  to  perform.  The  29th  festival  brought 
35  college  jazz  bands,  combos,  and  vocalists 
from  as  far  away  as  North  Dakota  here  to 
Elmhurst  College  to  be  judged  and  critiqued 
by  the  four  featured  guest  artists.  These  guests 
included  trumpeter  Randy  Brecker,  baritone 
saxophonist  Ronnie  Cuber,  Kevin  Mahogany 
as  the  featured  vocalist,  and  long-time  veteran 
to  the  Elmhurst  Jazz  Festival  pianist  Frank 
Mantooth. 

Randy  Brecker  has  been  shaping  the 
sound  of  jazz,  R&B,  and  rock  and  roll  for 
more  than  two  decades.

On  Monday,  March  4,  1996,  Barbara  Middleton  came 
back  to  her  Alma  Mater  to  deliver  the  keynote  address, 
"Women's  Issues:  A  Global  Perspective,"  to  mark  the 
opening  of  Women's  History  Month. 

Middleton  is  a  licensed  master  social  worker  and  advanced 
clinical  practitioner.  Over  the  years  she  has  helped  women 
with  issues  such  as  eating  disorders,  child  abuse  and 
victimization  of  women. 

In  front  of  a  moderate-sized  crowd  in  The  Frick  Center, 
Middleton  discussed  her  experiences  at  the  1995  United 
Nations  Fourth  World  Conference  on  Women  in  Beijing, 
China,  and  her  experiences  as  a  social  worker. 

"Throughout  my  travels  I  found  many  of  the  same  types 
of  problems  and  concerns  among  all  women,  which  opened 
my  eyes  to  the  global  aspect  of  being,"  Middleton  said. 
"(Women)  have  earned  the  equality  of  access,  but  not  of 
value." 

A  1964  graduate  of  FC,  Middleton  has  served  on  the 
faculty  of  Southwest  Family  Institute,  and  as  a  case  worker 
for  Child  Welfare  in  Texas.  In  1987,  she  traveled  to  the 
Soviet  Union  for  the  Diplomat  Intergenerational  Women's 
Fnvoy  and  in  1988  was  a  major  part  of  putting  together  the 
Women's  Global  Peace  Conference.  LastMarch,  Middleton 
was  honored  with  the  Social  Worker  of  the  Year  Award 
from  the  Dallas  Unit  of  the  National  Association  of  Social 
Workers.

Clothesline  Project 

On  March  26-27,  Elmhurst  College  joined  more 
tlian  250  existing  clotheslines  by  creating  its  own 
clothesline  as  part  of  The  Clothesline  Project,  a  grassroots 
movement  which  bears  witness  to  the  violence  that 
women  experience  simply  because  they  are  women. 

The  display  was  held  in  the  Prospect  Room  of  The 
Frick  Center.  Shirts  for  the  Clothesline  were  shirts, 
blouses  or  t-shirts,  with  the  following  color  code: 
White  for  women  and  girls  who  have  died  of  violence; 
Yellow  or  Beige  for  women  and  girls  who  have  been 
battered  or  assaulted;  Red,  Pink  or  Orange  for  women 
and  girls  who  have  been  raped  or  sexually  assaulted; 
Blue  or  Green  for  women  and  girl  survivors  of  incest 
or  child  sexual  abuse;  and  Purple  or  Lavender  for 
women  and  girls  attacked  because  of  their  sexual 
orientation.  These  colors  were  not  mandatory  if 
another  had  special  significance. 

Shirts  were  designed  in  any  way  with  the  only 
restriction  being  that  complete  names  of  violators  not 
be  included  (first  names  or  initials  were  permitted). 
The  display  was  sponsored  by  the  Issues  and  Ideas 
Committee  of  Union  Board  and  the  Offices  of 
Residence  Life  and  Student  Activities.
